The fSsrmeia of Kentucky have not, 
as yet, presented io the Legislature 
any bill which has fbr its purpose the 
protection of sheep and other stock 
from the ravages of dogs, says the 
Hodgenville Herald. The state needs 
a law to protect the sheep industry, 
especially. Sheep breeding and rais- 
ing have been profitable in all of the 
States of this country where the stock 
has been protected by simple safeguard 
measures and why not in Kentucky, 
where the soil, climate and the natur- 
al resources are of such a nature that 
tbe poorest farmer in the state may 
ralae a small flock without much ex- 
pense and with profit? Tbe dog, how - 
ever. Is in the way of the small breed- 
er, whocannotbouaehiaflodcatnight. 
The Legislature should protect the 
property of the people of the State 
from ravages by dogs, and in no way 
can that body render a greater service 
to the farmer, large and small, than 
by passing a law which will give them 
immunity for their property from the 
ravages of animals which give neither 
protection nor profit to their owners,

On last Saturday afternoon, the cit- 
izens of Lancaster and Garrard county 
were greatly pained to learn of the 
death of Mr. J. Hansbt)rough West, 
which occured about two o'clock that 
day. While Mr. West was well ad- 
vanced in years, yet no one thought 
the end so near, and the news was a 
great shock to all. He attended church 
on the Sunday before his death, and 
it Is thoogbt that the cold thus con- 
tracted hastened bis death. No man 
stood higher in tlie estimation of the 
people than did Mr. Wartk^^ nor was 
there ever a man who more richly de- 
served the high respectand confidence 
reposed in him. He devoted his life 
to farming, and was quite successful. 
He was never known to turn his back 
upon a friend, nor fail to do any kind- 
ness that was within his power to do 
toward his fellow man. He had been 
a member of the Christian church for 
about fifty-six years, and for many 
years was a deacon. He was born in 
Madison county, Iventucky, in May, 
1810, and lacked but a few months of 
being eighty six years old. He was 
one of a family of eight children, of 
whom only one,an aged ai8ter,reBsains, 
He leaveaawlfe and five children, 
two boya and three girta. Tn his 
death hia family losea a kind and 
noble-hearted husband and father, and 
the county a noUe, upright, honest 
citizen. He was a true Christian gen- 
tleman and has gone to his reward. 
After funeral services, conducted by 
Rev. Allen R. Moore, at the Christian 
church Monday at 10:30 o'clock, the 
remains were intetredia the Lancas- 
ter Cemetery. 

Tbe growing missionary interest in 
the Christian church, or Disciples of 
Christ, all over the county, reminds 
us all again of the wonderful power of 
the missionary movement.

The Christian church has missions 
in India, China, Japan, Africa, Tur- 
key, England, Norway, Sweden. Den 
mark, Cuba, the Hawaiian Islands and 
the Philippine Islands. They have 
271 missionaries and stations in those 
fields. Growing educational Inatitu 
tlons are springing up^ tdao, in those 
lands. Someof theatroogeat men in 
thia rdigiona body have gone out to 
Japan and China and other heathen 
landa. They are hdping to shape 
new ChrisUan civilisation on the ruins 
of hoary falUis. In Japan, for in 
stance, there is now a public school 
system that will compare with our 
own in America. The Imperial Uni 
versity in Tokio has more than 2,000 
students. The postal system of Japan 
is pronounced as good as in America 
the telegraph wire stretches to every 
part of the land. All this and more 
has been done since the advent of the 
missionary, less than fifty years ago. 

The annual offering for Foreign Mis- 
sions in all the churches of this com 
munion is the first Sunday in March 
The church in this place is willing, 
and it may be counted upon to do Its 
full part. It is expected that fully 
$200,000 win be raised for this work 
thisvear. Last year tl71,000 was se- 
cured for woik In distant i #f»^ 

The Christian Church has come to 
be one of the leading religious bodies 
in the country. They number more 
than a million, and the growth la.st 
yeai is said to have been about 50,000. 
The number of churches is over 10,000, 
and the number of ministers fully 6,- 
000. They are also building up a num- 
ber of splendid educational institu- 
tions in different parts of tbe country.

Vitlue ofOur Timber. 

A writer in the Elizabethtown News 
calls attention to the laxity of farmers 
in looking after tlie importance of 
their timber Interests and offers some 
valnaUe sopKCsUons. He says: The 
farmers, as a class, are more frequent- 
ly and outrageously imposed upon than 
any people on tlie face of the globe. 
This in many instances, may be their 
own fault and in certain .sen.se it is. 
Tliey arc e<iu illy as intelligent as any 
other class it is true, but under the 
mistaken idea that a man cannot farm 
and at the .same time keep him.self 
posted as to what is going on in this 
hustling, bustling world, they put 
themselves in shape to be victimized 
by every shark and sharper that comes 
around. Take for instance the matter 
of timber. Before the days of rail- 
roads, tel^raphs, telephones and etc., 
tbe earth was darkened with it, and 
b^py was he who had the time and 
means to relieve himself of what was 
indeed an obstacle in his patli. The 
only purposes to which it could be de- 
voted was to enclose bis farm and fur- 
nish himself and family fuel. But as 
time pa.ssed a slow, but well detined 
and easily recognized change took 
place. That which once possessed a 
value dcterminod by the very few 
uses to wliicb it could be applied, be- 
came almost fabulously valuable by 
rea.son of the multiplication of uses to 
which it could be devoted and hence 
tlie demand for it grew in simular pro- 
portion. But not withstanding the 
prominence rf Uiis fact, numbers upon 
numbers (tf timlier owners have suf- 
fered tlie timber sliarps to work them 
out of their property and to day thev 
haven't timber enough upon their 
farms to Imp their veiy fences in re- 
pair. 

Where once stood stately poplars, 
.sturdy oaks, hichories, chestnuts and 
etc., we find only worn out fields, 
covered with straw briar, broom sage, 
interspersed with numberless gulleys 
and washes, the land practically value- 
less. Tlie.se be indeed sad monuments 
to the want of foresight and business 
judgment of these land holders of the 
past and yet we see farmers of to day 
pursuing this self-same short sighted 
and suicidal course. The history of 
Germany and other foreign countries 
is being repeated here. The tiaae was 
when .the timber supply was thought 
to be limitless, and yet to day we 
learn from those wlio have been in po- 
sition to know t^t one can travel for 
days and be unable to find so much as 
a riding swit^ Do not misunder- 
stand me. I would not have you think 
that I would not have you sell your 
timber, but I do insist that when you 
conclude to do .so tnat you do not part 
with it for a song and do most of the 
singing yourself. The very fact that 
certain parties, and invariably stran- 
gers are so anxious to get control of 
your timber ought to be sufficient to 
put you on the inquiry. Ponder, 
therefore the facts here submitted and 
act for your own interests and those 
of your neighbon.
